Premier John Hart an- 
nounced today the 20th Par- 
liament had been dissolved 
and writs for a general elec- 
Hon had been issued. 

The voters’ list will he 
closed on Sept. 17 and nom- 
ination day will be held on 
Oct. 4, 

Lieutenant-Governor W. C. 
Woodward, on the advice of 
the executive council, dis- 
solved the Parliament today 
following. the cabinet meet- 
ing. 

The Provincial Secretary’s De- 
partment immediately put into 


motion the necessary legal writs | 
and notices for the calling of the

general election, 
ELECTED IN 1941 
The 20th Legislature was 
elected at polls held Oct. 21, 1941. 
Life of the parliament could have 
been extended to Dec. 1, 1946. 
The government was a coali- 
tion of Liberals and Conserva- 
tives, led by Premier Hart and 
Attorney-General R. L. Maitland. 
The government will go to the 
‘\ polls as a coalition. 
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Main opposition to the coalition 


candidates will be the’ C.C.F. 
which will probably name candi- 
dates in all the 48 ridings of the 
province. Secondary opposition to 
the government, which~ guided 
the province through almost four 
War years, will- be Tim Buck’s 
Labor Progressive Party, whose 
provincial exeauitive has an- 
nounced would name candidates 
in 25 fidings.

candidate, the Social Credit party | 
will probably have some candi- 
dates in the field.

In Feed Grains | 


To alleviate —a— feed shortage 
whith threatehs -the collapse in] 
B.C. of the large feeding pro-| 
gram undertaken by farmérs te; 
produce vital food. supplies | 
chiefly for Great Britain the B.C. | 
Feed Manufacturers’ Association 
has forwarded resolutions to 
Ottawa asking for assistance. 


The resoldtions followed a 
meeting in Vancouver which was 
attended by feed manufacturers 
and supplies of. Vancouver Island | 
and mainland points, along with 
Dr. J. Bi Munro, deputy Min-| 
ister of Agriculture. 

Dr. Munro said today the sit-| 
tuation-was critical with oats and | 
barley short as the current year's 
crop is used up and the fall crops 
are not yet available. 

Besides asking the Dominion 
government to permit movement 
West of feeds from the prairies, 
the association suggested the Do- 
minion Grain Board set up feed | 
banks in Edmonton and Calgary | 
to supply requirements ‘of B.C.

in a letter received today by City | 
Council from Dr. G. F. Amyot, 
provincial.

| Is the responsibility of municipal 
officials to take every measure 
| to Safeguard the water ‘supply 
| from which the citizens of Vic- 
toria purchase their water, and |

He states: “It is recognized by | 
all health authorities that un-| 
treated surface water supplies

Divergent United States-Russian 

policies on forced German labor 
may extend among other allies, 

Officials here are not yet cer 
tain whether a showdown will 
come in the Allied Reparations 
Commission, but they appear al- 
most certain that if it-does, the 
United States’ view will lose out, 

The U.S. position is that’ the 
only Germans put into compul- 
*sory labor shoul” be those. con- 
victed. of war crimes, or those 
found officially to be members of 
erimina] Axis organizations. This 
position was disclosed by Edwin 
W. Pauley, President—Truman’s. 
delegate on the Reparations 
Commission, at a news confer- 
ence late Thursday. 

Information presently avail 
able in official- quarters here is 
that the Russians probably are 
using about 2,000,000 prisoners 
of- war in forced labor in their 
country. The number is more or 
less guesswork, however, because 
the Russians do not talk about it. 

sThe French want 1,000,000 Ger- 
man prisoners of war to work in 
their country for two years. They 
figure that would supply about 
half the man-hours needed to re- 
pair the’ devastation “of their 
country. 

Foreign opposition to the U.S, 
policy is based on a two-fold con;
